1. The present petition has been filed by the petitioner seeking 
quashment of the order dated 16.03.2022, passed by the learned 
Family Court, No.2, Udaipur whereby, the court below has 
awarded an interim maintenance amount of Rs.4,000/- per month 
to the respondent No.1 and Rs.2000/- to the respondent No.2. 

2. So far as the quantum of amount is concerned, this Court 
does not find it to be excessive and unreasonably high, 
considering that the petitioner is in private job and is earning 


Rs.10,000/- per month. 
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3. So far as the ground of paying the interim maintenance from 
the date of filing of the application is concerned, this Court is of 
the view that in teeth of the provisions contained under sub- 
section (2) of Section 125 of Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, 
the amount cannot be awarded from the date of filing the 


application.
